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Aviation and Surface Ships 


For a considerable period nothing has caused more controversy than the bombing tests 
against surface ships recently carried out. As a result of these tests the “Joint Army and 
Navy Board” found that the battleship is still the backbone of the fleet, and that it has become 
imperative as a matter of national defense to provide the maximum possible development of 
aviation.’ This cut is the last of a series published in this and the three preceding issues of 
the Army AnD Navy Journat illustrating a method of attacking an enemy’s fleet off our coast. 
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Radio Stations, Navy Radio Compass Stations, and Naval Districts. 


The extent to which the Government has ex- 
tended its radio system of communication through- 
out the continental United States is clearly indicated 
by the accompanying chart showing the location of 
Army and Navy radio stations and Navy radio 
compass stations, with the naval district boundaries 
and their terminal points indicated by numbers, pre- 
pared by the United States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey. The system is most complete, and indicates 
how well the country is equipped wth radio means 
of communication should war occur. Added to this, 
however, are the commercial radio stations not here 
shown, but which are owned and operated by the 
Radio Corporation of America and other concerns, 
whose entire plants would at once come under con- 
trol of the Navy Department in case of war. 

The high-power commercial stations on the At- 
lantic coast and elsewhere, not here shown, include 
those at Tuckerton, Belmar, Lakewood, Riverhead 


and New Brunswick, N.J.; Radio Central, Long 
Island; Marion and Chatham, Mass.; at Bolinas 
and Marshall, Calif., and at Kokohead and Kuhuku 
in Hawaii; these being supplemented by six ma- 
rine stations elsewhere in continental United States. 

Capt. John V. Klemann, U.S.N., in charge of the 
branch Hydrographic office in New York city, 
points to the great increase and improvement in 
equipment and the decided advance in radio commu- 
nication generally made by the Navy Department 
since the entrance of the United States in the World 
War as proof of this country’s present prepared- 
ness in this respect should an emergency arise. 
Lieut. Comdr. D. C. Patterson, jr., U.S.N., super- 
intendent of Navy district communications at New 
York city, said that even before the beginning of 
the World War the Navy was the leader in the de- 
velopment of radio telegraphy in this country, and 
was even then organizing and planning a shore 


communication service to co-ordinate and complete 
the naval communication service. 

Since then radio stations, he observed, have been 
built at important strategic points along the shore 
lines of the United States and at our important 
island possessions in such a manner as to enable the 
commander of any United States naval fleet or ves- 
sel, in almost any part of the world, to have relia- 
ble radio communication with the Department. At 
the outbreak of the war all commercial radio activi- 
ties were stopped by order of the Government and 
their stations turned over to the Navy Department. 
Some of these stations were made use of and the 
others closed up. This plan would probably be 
adopted again in case of emergency, Commander 
Patterson said, although the Navy is now far better 
equipped in the matter of radio communication than 
at any previous time and would therefore very 
largely be independent of commercial systems.

There is no alternative. when viewed fronr the national 

standpoint; and the necessities of the present case are 


recoguized and accepted by naval officers and men gen- 
erally. They will not dispute the wisdom of retrench- 
ment unless the relative strength of our Navy be re- 
duced below that essential to the public interests. 

The forthcoming international convention on limita- 
tion on naval armaments doubtless will decide the ratio 
of our naval strength in comparison with the other great 


Powers. ict us hope that American diplomats will not 
be beaten at the council table, since defeat there may 
well cause defeat on the. water in the future. If they 
are sucessful in establishing a true perspective of our 
interests in international affairs from the naval stand- 
point, and a just ratio of our strength, our actual allot- 
ment of ships will be of minor importancee ; provided, of 
course, that shortsighted penury subsequently does not 


reduce us below our. prescribed allowance. 
Danger in Lack of Personnel. 


Pride, and the awakened international sense of our 
people, will be strong influences toward the maintenance 
of the paper strength in ships allowed us under the 
agreement. It is in the probable lack of adequate pro- 
vision of personnel that the greatest danger lies to our 
national naval interests and safety. Under the novel 
conditions of a world agreement, which most of our 
people will suppose to be a strong deterrent against war, 
they will put aside thought of naval affairs more im- 
patiently than ever. The majority of them will fail to 
understand the fundamental difference between the spirit 
of the United States as a contracting power and the 
spirit of most of the other members to the agreement. 
The United States is rich, underpopuiated, remotely 
situated, and unified politically. Most foreign nations 
are poor, and confronted at their doors with keen com- 
petitors of different race, language, and understanding. 
Gruelling practical reasons prevent them from entertain- 
ing seriously any dreams of Utopia, with which perhaps 
we can afford to indulge ourselves. 

Undoubtedly the attitude of the American people will 
be reflected in Congress, and will result in a tendency 
to economize unduly. Even if our proportion of ships is 
provided, it is not likely that adequate personnel to 
maintain their military efficiency will be. There is press- 
ing need for the Navy and its friends to consider this 
prospect, and decide now upon the best means of main- 
taining readiness for the country’s call, in spite of the 
grave handicaps that are in store. Some suggestions 
along these lines will not be out of place here. 


Material Must be Preserved. 


There will be no choice but to take the best care pos- 
sible of the material. Ships and implements of naval 
warfare are delicate things which deteriorate rapidly in 
disuse unless constant care is given. While good men 
with poor tools are more efficient than good tools in the 
hands of incompetent men, nevertheless. even the best of 
men can accomplish little without any tools at all. We 
must preserve what material we have, and make the 
best of the difficulties of maintaining military efficiency 
in the personnel; remembering that for a number of 
years to come many trained men from civil life and 
the merchant marine are available. 

The need for maintaining the Reserve Forces is ap- 
parent. As the active personnel is reduced, the Re- 
serves should be increased proportionately. Compara- 
tively speaking the Reserves cost little, and.it is r 
economy to reduce them; except those whose capabilities 
fail to contribute directly to the operation of the floatin 
forces. The extraordinary adaptability of the cdumtal 
young American, as demonstrated on such a large scale 
during the late war, renders it possible for us to main- 
tain efficient Reserves with relatively little training. 


Importance of Training. 


But training is indispensable. There is no formula 
by which military efficiency can be guarded against de- 
terioration, except through the constant activity of the 
personnel in military exercises. No matter how great 


Submarines versus Fireships 


respective merits of the battleship and submarine ini- 
tiated by Sir Percy Scott, no one mentioned the very 
parallel case of the wooden line-of- -battleship and the 
fireship, writes Col. Oyril Field, R.M.L.1. in the Army 
and Navy Gazette.

the deficiency in numbers of the personnel, a reasonable 
amount of training must be carried out. Fortunately 
military training, in moderate degree, does not impair 
the ability of reduced complements to care for their ma- 
terial, but rather increases it. The recent success of 
Comdr. M. 8. Davis, in command of a large number of 
destroyers in reserve at San Diego, is a conspicuous illus- 
tration of this fact. Frequently his personnel was re- 
duced to an average of about twenty men to a destroyer; 
yet he maintained all craft in a most efficient condition ; 
their gunnery and steaming activity and performances 
comparing very favorably with, and sometimes exceeding, 
those of the fully commissioned destroyers. A very im- 
portant element in the system under which these results 
were accomplished was the prominence given to military 
discipline, organization, and administration, even in the 
humble details of caretaking.

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Gen. John J. Pershing, U-S.A., and Samuel Gompers, 
president of thé American Federation of ' Labor, were 
among the speakers at a dinner given in Washington, 
following the exercises in celebration of Lafayette- 
Marne Day of Sept. 6. Mr. Gompers had spoken, and 
while he made no direct claim that labor won the World 
War he did refer to the record of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor during the war and declared that be- 
fore the entry of the United States its sympathy was 
with the Allies, according to the Washington Post, 
which continues: 

“General Pershing, however, apparently regarded Mr. 
Gompers’s remarks as a claim that labor had won the 
war. Some of those who heard his remarks quote him 
as having said, substantially: ‘The policies of this. Re- 
public are not determined by labor unions or by any 
other organizations, but by the consensus of opinion of 
its patriotic citizens of whatever affiliations. I want 
to say that every American is a patriot, whether he be- 
longs to some labor organization or is just an ordinary 
citizen, and that it isn’t a question of labor unions, it 
isn’t a question of any organization, it isn’t a question 
of whether we belong to some association or not. It is 
a question of whether we are loyal citizens of the United 
States. I am here to say to you that the members of 
the labor unions weren’t the only ones who won the war. 
It was the citizens who inherited their patriotism from 
their forefathers who came across in the Mayflower and 
helped determine and decide the independence of Ameri- 
ca, as well as those who have adopted American in- 
stitutions as their own. It seems to be about time for 
us to rise up and say that America shall be ruled and 
governed by Americen citizens and not by organizations 
which have their own selfish purposes to serve.’ The 
incident, however, did not develop into a debate and 
ended with General Pershing’s speech.” 

Commenting on Gereral Pershing’s remarks, Mr. Gom- 
pers, on the following day, made this statement: 

“General Pershing is quoted in the newspapers to-day 
as having said, ‘It wasn’t labor that won the war. It 
seems to me it’s time for some one to say that it wasn’t 
this association or that which won the war—it was the 
loyalty of all the straightforward American citizens 
which brought success to the Allied cause.’ It is to be 
presumed that those who read the extract from Gen- 
eral Pershing’s speech at the Lafayette-Marne Day ban- 
quet concluded that in my address, which preceded, I 
had made the claim that labor won the war. Of course 
I made no such statement and much as I regret the 
necessity for, saying so, there was no ground for the 
rather testy remarks of the leader whom we all admire 
and to whom we all owe a great debt. With everything 
else contained in General Pershing’s speech I found 
myself in full accord. “I regret exceedingly that he 
should have made it necessary for me to make this state- 
ment. I have been proud of the record of labor dur- 
ing the war. It was a magnificent record unsurpassed 
by labor anywhere, unequalled by labor in any other 
country. I am proud-that this record should have been 
made by American labor. That I repeat and shall re- 
peat whenever it seems opportune. I did not say that 
labor won the war. I offered no reason and no excuse 
in my remarks for what General Pershing had to say. 
I regret, as perhaps he himself now does, his lack of 
tact, his impropriety. General Pershing is a brave and 
splendid soldier, and~I pay him the tribute of saying 
that his generalship on the battlefield is ‘much better 
than his generalship as an after-dinner speaker.”

LOCALIZED RECRUITING SYSTEM FOR ARMY. 


In carrying out the rigid policy of economy imposed 
by Congress the Army will maintain its strength by what 
amounts to a system of local recruitments. Discharges 
of enlisted men, which have taken place through expira- 
tion of term of enlistment and other causes since the 


reduction of the Army to the strength authorized by law, 
have operated to reduce the strength of the Army be- 
low 150,000 men, the strength authorized by current ap- 
propriation bill. The old recruiting system will not be 
resumed. No recruiting stations of the General Recruit- 
ing Service will be reoponed. There will be no recruiting 
depots. All of the work will be done by the existing 
posts, camps and stations of the Army. Men will not 
be enlisted and sent to units in remote parts of the 
country. They will serve in the vicinity where they en- 
list. As there will be no general movement of the large 
organization, men will serve not far from their home 
towns. Even men who want to serve abroad must be 
enlisted within 500 miles of the port of embarkation. 
And the post commanders will be limited in the scope 
of their -setivities. Recruiting parties may be sent out 
from posts, camps and stations, but the only expense 
authorized for, such parties will be the street-car fare 
and the use of post, camp or station transportation 
within the regular post allowance of gasoline. The re- 
sult of the system of recruiting if continued, will localize 
the Regular Army! There have been in the Regular 
Army believers in the system of localizing the Regular 
units. Due to the need for eeonomy, this will now be 
tried out throughout the Service. Incidentally, there 
will be an effort made to raise the standard of enlisted 
men in the Regular Army. [Illiterates will not be ac- 
cepted. The enlistment of men under eighteen years, 
illiterates, and men unable to speak, read and write Eng- 
lish will be probibited. Instructions are being issued 
to recruiting officers to insure that they ascertain the 
true age of each rpplicant for enlistment and that they 
enlist no man who hes not sufficient education to give 





promise of becoming a good soldier without the necessity 
or elementary instruction ordinarily given in public 
schools. No applicant for original enlistment will be 
accepted who is not a citizen of the United States un- 


less he has made legal declaration of his intention to 
become a citizen:

BRINGING HOME ZR-2 DEAD. 


With the recovery of the bodies of Chief Mach. Mates 
Lloyd E. Crowl, of South Carolina, and Robert M. 
Coons, of Owensboro, Ky., U.S.N., from the wreck of 
the Navy dirigible ZR-2 at Hull, England, on Sept. 4, 
“all the bodies of the six commissioned and ten enlisted 
personnel of the U.S. Navy’s crew that were aboard the 
ship when she broke in two and exploded- on Aug. 24, 
were accounted for, the other bodies having been found 


at previous intervals. After impressive religious ser- 
vices at Hull on Sept. 6 all the bodies were taken to 
Plymouth for transportation to New York. The funeral 
procession to the railroad station was headed by repre- 
sentatives of the Royal Air Foree, followed by American 
and British naval and military detachments, representa- 
tives of the Lord Mayor, the Sheriff and many other lead- 
ing citizens. The pall bearers included American and 
British officers, among the latter being Air Vice Marshal 
Vyvyan, representing the British Air Council. 

On arriving at the Devonport navy dockyard at Ply- 
mouth a British admiral and general were among the 
naval and military defachments formed to receive the 
bodies as they were transferred to H.M.S. Dauntless, 
which wes to také them to the United States. The ship 
sailed soon afterwards. She is dfe to arrive at New 
York Sept. 16 or 17. Memorial services under the au- 
spices of the. Navy are to be held at the naval base, South 
Brooklyn, at two o’clock on the afternoon of the 17th, 
arrangements for which are being made by Capt. C..T. 
Vogelgesang, U.S.N. The Dauntless is to be met outside 
New York harbor by destroyers and naval aircraft and 
escorted to the navy yard: In accordance with the re- 
quest of Lieut. Comdr. Emory W. Coil, U.S.N., made to 
his wife some time before his death, his’ body is to be 
buried at sea during the voyage. Relatives of twelve of 
the sixteen dead have requested that the bodies be sent 
to their respective homes fer burial. The bodies of two 
others are.to be buried at Arlington Cemetery. That of 
Chief Mach. Mate John T. Hancock, who was born in 
London, England, was buried there at the request of 
his parents. 

On the day the Dauntless sailed impressive memorial 
services were held at Westminster Abbey, London. The 
service was conducted by Rev. H. E. Ryle, dean of the 
Abbey ; Canon Stor and Rev. L. H. Nixon. Among those 
who. attended were Vice Admiral A. P. Niblack and Rear 
Admiral A. C. Twining, U.S.N., and other American 
naval and military officers; Air Marshal Sir Hugh 
Trenchard, Royal Air Force, representing King George; 
Col. Sir A. Davidson, representing Queen Alexandra; 
Air Marshals Nyvyan and Salmon, of Royal Air Force: 
Lord Gorrell, Under Secretary for Air, representing the 
Ministry ; Ambassador George Harvey, Consul. Gen. Rob- 
ert P. Skinner, detachments from the U.S.S. Utah, the 
lord mayors of London and of Hull, and the mayors of 
Westminster and of Bedford. The church was crowded. 
Mrs. Louis H. Maxfield, widow of Commander Maxfield, 
sailed for New York on the steamship City of Lucknow 
coincident with the sailing of the Dauntless.

Soviet Russia has also been relieved from the attacks © 
of another persistent adversary through the capture of 
Baron Ungern-Sternburg by the forces of the Far East- 
ern republic. Ungern, it will be remembered, was the 
leader of the band of reactionaries who last winter cap- 
tured Urga and drove out the Chinese forces from Outer ~ 
Mongolia, establishing the living Buddha as nominal 
ruler of that province. He subsequently, on 
the reactionary coup which resulted in the establishment 
of the present’ Merkulov government of the Maritime 
Province of Siberia last June, co-operated with the Viad- 
ivostok reactionaries by attacking the forces of the Chita 
governmment and cutting the lines of the Trans-Siberian 
Railway in the region east of Chita. Later, he was 
attacked and defeated by the forces of the Far Eastern 
republic, which drove him out of Outer Mongolia and 
captured Urga. It is also evident that. the Japanese 
bave withdrawn their support, for the time being at 
least, from Ataman Semenoff, with whom Ungern always 
operated in close liaison. The elimination of these two 
leaders, together with the entry of the Japanese into 
direct negotiations with Chita representatives, indicates. 
an increasing degree of stability in the government of 
the Far Eastern republic. 

CHINA. . . 

Press dispatches state that Wu Pei Fu, the wilitary 
inspector general of Hupeh and Hunnan provinces, is 
planning to hold a national convention inthe Yangtse 
provinces with a view to forming a third government in 
China, independent of both Peking and Canton. “This 
dispatch seems of slight significance inasmuch as the* 
Peking government has had only the shadow of author- 
ity, and the real government of North China is in the 
hands of the triumvirate of super-Tuchun oa 
Chang-T'so-lin, Tsao-Kun and Wu Pei Fu. The dispat 
can at most mean only that Wu Pei Fu is consolidating 
the sphere of authority falling to him under the trium- 
virate. The coalescence of the southern provinces of 
China around the Canton government as a reaction. to 
Wu Pei Fu’s success at Yochow recorded in these col- 
umns last week appears, to’ be extending, with the result 
that Sun Yat Sen now controls the territory comprised 
in the provinces of Kwangtung, Kwangsi, Szechwan, 
Kweichow and -Hunnan.

A combined machine gun, Stekes mortar and 37mm, 
gun course was concluded near the old School of Arms 
at Schofield Barracks, H.T., on July 30, 1921. Com-” 
mencing on April 1, with all Infantry machine gun com- 
panies at Schofield Barracks im attendance, the course 
was extended on June 20 to include the newly formed 
Infantry howitzer companies. The two phases ef in- 
struction proceeded simultaneously until the closing date,

Similar sub- - 
jects, ag far as applicable, were covered by the howitzer 
companies ; infantrymen and ninety-six artillery- 
wen, attached to the machine gun companies, were given 
instruction in machine gunnery; 142 men were students 
im the trench mertar and ome-pounder courses. The ele- 
metary subjects, to and imeluding direct fire, were cov- 
ered by all men attending the course. The more ad- 
vanced subjects were given to non-commissioned officers 
and selected privates. 

Known distance range praetice with machine guns re- 
sulted in the qualification of 71.1 per cent. marksmen, 
or better, of all men firing the course. This included 11.9 - 
per cent. expert machine gupmers, 32.8 per cent. machine 
gun sharpsheoters, and 27.9 per eent. machine gun marks- 


men.

MEMORIAL BUILDING FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


Embodying the suggestion that there be erected in the 
city of Washington a monumental building in honor of 
officers and men of the-National Guard who have died 
in the service of their country, Major Gen. George ©. 
Rickards, C.M.B. (Brig. Gen. Pa. N.G.), has sent a letter 


to the Adjutant General of each state in the Union ask- 
ing for an expression of opinion “either for or against” 
the idea. In his letter General Rickards calls attention 
to the fact that the National Guard has no such me- 
morial of “that littl Army of patriotic citizens who for 
years previous to the Werld War worked so faithfully 
and diligently, so unselfishly to fit themselves and others 
for just such an occasion as anded their services 
when ealled Sy the Federal Government for the Spanish- 
American War, the Mexican border service and the 
World War.” He asks: “Ahe these services of the Na- 
tional Guardsmen worth commemorating?’ and offers 
this suggestion in answer: “I suggest that nothing could 
be more fitting or indicative of the appreciation of their 
services and sacrifices of these officers and men who gave 
their lives on these occasions than to erect in the city of 
Washington a monumental building sacred to their mem- 
ories, a monument built by the contributions from their 
living comrades of both past and present, and dedicated 
to the use and advancement of the National Guard. 
Within this. building establish the headquarters of the 
. mal Guard, the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment (so-called for the reason that our Federal Consti- 
tution does not provide for the term National Guard), in 
which department all ef the business of the National 
Guard is transacted. It may embrace assembly rooms 
for the purpose of holding meetings of the Adjutants 
General and National Guard Associations’ meetings. It 
might well contain a National Guard museum and many 
of the features of intense interest and value to the Na- 
tional Guard. -While I have consulted no one on this 
project, I. am sure that Congress would look upon it 
with enough favor to provide the site for such a build- 
ing, equip it for the Militia Bureau and under satisfae- 
tory stipulations maintain it as all other buildings of 
this character are maintained under Federal control.” 
Many responses expressing approval and giving assur- 
surance ef active co-operation are being received by Gen- 
eral Rickards, who proposes to call a meeting of those 
actively interested in the plan for the purpose of formu- 
lating a program of procedure for the collection of funds, 
and » decide on what kind of a structure shall be 
erected.

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TO SELECT GENERAL OFFICERS FOR 0O.B.O. 
Some time in October, at a date yet to be selected, a 
board of officers will pass upon the applications for com- 
missions as general! officers in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


Under the policy of the War Department, all of the ap- 
plications for commissions in the O-R.C.. must be sub- 
mitted to a board of officers. It is recognized that special 


care must be taken in passing upon the application for - 
commissions above the grade of colonel. Before an offi- 
cer can be commissioned in .the im naa grades of the O. 
R.C. his nomination must be confirmed by the Senate. 
The Secretary is very anxious that no mistakes be made 
in selecting candidates for the grades above colonel, and 
he does not care to have any of them held; up by the 
Senate. So far no general policy appears to: have been 
developed for the promotion of Reserve officers above the 
grade of colonel. At present it is not difficult to select 
out general officers from the O.R.C., as it is apparent 
that anyone who held a commission in the upper grades 
should be entitled to.a commission as a general officer 
in the Reserve Corps in time of peace. There is also 
another class in which are included those who were rec- 
ommended for promotion previous to the signing of the 
Armistice or served as brigade commanders who, it is 
claimed, should be eligible for appointment as general 
officers in the Reserve Corps. It is also being recognized 
that a fixed policy for promoting officers of the Reserve 
Corps in the lower grades must be devéloped. If the 
esprit de corps of Reserve officers is to be maintained. 
there must be a system of promotion for those who give 
up their time to the Service. The work of handling Re- 
serve officers in the War Department is growing by leaps 
and bounds. It is predicted that an important section 
in The Adjutant General’s office, or even an independent 
bureau, will be gradually developed i the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps increases in strength and the scope of its 
work broadens. It has been found necessary to’increase 
the clerical force in the division of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office which is now conducting tne correspondence 
with Reserve officers. An investigation in this part of 
The Adjutant General’s office developed the fact that it 
was four or five weeks behind in its correspondence. It 
is understood that General Pershing has taken a per- 
sonal interest in this matter and has instructed that a 
sufficient personnel be provided to take care of the work 
of developing the Reserve Corps of officers. 





MEDICAL RESERVE OFFICERS PROBABLY RELIEVED. 


As the troops are concentrated under the current or- 
ders it probably will result in a gradual reduction in. the 
number of Medical Reserve officers, of. which there are 
now thirty-nine on active duty. The scattered condition 
of organizations that has prevailed has caused an extra 
draft upon the medical personnel to take care of the 
sick. Certain medical officers and enlisted men were re- 
quired at the different posts, and although the enlisted 
strength of the Army had been reduced, the medical or- 
ganizations maintained were based largely on an Army 
of 280,000, making it necessary to detail a large number 
of medical personnel. This. situation will now become 
relieved to some extent and so many Reserve officers in 
addition to the Regular Army Medical personnel will not 
be required. 





RESERVE CORPS OFFICER IN NATIONAL GUARD. 


No Reserve officer who also has a National Guard 
status is to be given an assignment with the Organized 
Reserves. but all sucb will be carried as on duty with 
the National Guard, their specific assignment therein 
being a function of the state.

PREPARING FOR ARMY ENDURANCE TEST. 

Major Stanley Koch and Lieut. T. H. McCreery, both 
of the Remount Service, U.S.A., were to leave Washing- 
ton on Sept. 9 for Camp Alfred Vail to train horses of 
the Remount Service to be selected for competitien in 
the endurance test, which has the endorsement of the 
War Department, for the United States Mounted NSer- 
vice Cup, and which is to take place Oct. 10 to 14. Four- 
teen horses have been sent to Camp Vail for training and 
the later selection of as many as show the greatest like- 
lihood of winning in the test. It is_believed eight or nine 
selections will be made out of the number. Other offi- 
eers who are soon to go to the camp to assist in the 
training of the mounts include Majors W. H. Neil, A. 
H. Jones, L. A. Beard, C. Ix Scott, E. G. Cullum, D. 
F. W. Morton and J. M. Wainwright, all U.S.A. The 
starting point of the race is at Camp Vail, and the first 
stopping place for the night the fair grounds at Trenton, 
N.J.; second night, the fair grounds, Chester, Pa.; third, 
race track, Havre de Grace, Md.; fetrthnight, Pimlico 
race track, Baltimore, and fifth night, the horse show 
grounds, Washington, the end of the race.

PAY FROM DATE OF ACCEPTANCE. 


APPOINTMENT FROM TEMPORARY RANK. 
A question of interest to a number of officers of the 
Marine Corps appointed to permanent grades wag re- 
cently submitted to Messrs. King & King, attorneys, for 


an opinion as to the likelihood of obtaining the pay of 
a higher grade from the date of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act of June 4, 1920, through “Suit in the Court of 
Claims. The-matter was submitted by the Auditor for 
the Navy Department to the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury for an advance decision. The officer concerned while 
holding temporary rank as first lieutenant Was commis- 
sioned a captain, subject to confirmation, on March 21, 
1921, to rank from June 4, 1920. He accepted appoint- 
ment on April 16 and was credited with the difference 
in pay back to Sept. 25, 1920. The Auditor held that 
the transfer from temporary to permanent grades con- 
stituted an original entry into the Service with the in- 
crease in pay to date from acceptance, April 16, 1921. 
In this opinion the Comptroller concurred, which re- 
sulted in a checkage against the account of the officer 
for the increase received. 

The law was not absolute in its terms as to appoint- 
ment and many officers were permanently appointed to 
lower grades than those held under their temporary 
grade. The attorneys expressed the view that the law . 
provided that both temporary officers and former officers 
who had been honorably discharged were eligible te fill 
vacancies “existing or hereby created” and it could not 
be held that the latter were entitled to pay from date 
of rank, for the reason that they were not in a pay 
status until date of acceptance. Therefore, since the 
language used in providing for both classes was identi- 
eal in import, it seemed impossible to discriminate be- 
tween them and hold that one was entitled from date of 
rank while the other was not. Furthermore, if the law 
was construed as operative for pay purposes from date 
of rank, it would result in a checkage against those offi- 
cers whe had received a lower grade in the permanent 
corps. They were thus impelled to decide that the trans- 
fers were not promotions, but were original appoint- 
ments and that there did not appear to be sufficient 
grounds for a decision by the courts giving pay of @ 
higher grade from the date of the act,

I was delighted to get your letter of Aug. 30 as I was 
commencing to believe that I was doing the impossible, 
satisfying everybody. With the hundreds of letters re- 
ceived in the last few weeks yours is the first containing 
any objections to the changes made in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL. 

Having had eight years’ experience in the newspaper 
business, I know that a paper which cannot stir up 
some of its readers to attacking it is not a success. 

I cannot agree with you about the JouRNAL. in the 
past. The most constant criticism I heard from friends 
in both the Army and the Navy was that it was always 
on the side of authority and had no backbone in its edi- 
torial policy. ‘ 

I must equally disagree with you as to the last issues 
lacking news and being dead. Aside from having re- 
ceived many letters from people both in and out of the Ser- _ 
vice commenting on the increased amount of interesting 
matter in the JOURNAL and on its being much more alive 
in every respect, I have the assurance of a long list. of 
people occupying the highest position in the publishing 
world both in New York and Chicago. If the last two 
issues were unsatisfactory to you and you prefer the old 
style of ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL, I think it would be 
better for you to charge your subscription to another 
Service paper. 

I am inclined to believe that the meat of your letter 
is contained in the postscript in which you refer to the 
sketch on the. front page as propaganda. It is not 
propaganda. It is news and vital news. Whether or 
not the method outlined is the one which will be fol- 
lowed in an attack by aircraft on a fleet I am not com- 
petent to state. I also frankly admit my lack of com- 
petency to decide the many questions which come up in 
considering such an attack. However, I see no reason 
to doubt that in the next war attacks will be made by 
aircraft on surface ships. Under such circumstances it 
seems to me that the plain duty of everyone in the Ser- 
vice or connected with it in any way is to help to bring 
out all facts having to do with such a combat. If air- 
craft can and will attack surface ships the time to find 
out how they will do it, what results they can produce, 
what methods of defense against them are necessary both 
in the air and on surface ships is certainly during peace 
and not after war has come. 

I certainly cannot conceive of any officer wanting our 
fleet to put to sea lacking the proper means; one, to de- 
fend itself against the enemy’s aircraft, and two, to at- 
tack the enemy’s fleet from the air as well as from the 
surface. 

I have always been taught, and sach battle experience 
as I have had has confirmed that teaching, that* the 
proper method to defeat an enemy was to concentrate as 
much force against him as‘ possible. Oecertainly an ene- 
my’s fleet which is attacked from the air as well as the 
surface of the sea is having a greater concentration of 
force brought to bear on it than would be the case if 
only confronted with a surface fleet. 

My war experience, and I have had a reasonable 
amount of it, has shown me the tremendous advantage 
which accrues to the nation which has carefully prepared 
in peace time to take full and immediate advantage the 
instant war is declared of all new weapons and methods. 
I have seen in other armies and also our own the tre- 
mendous disadvantage, to say nothing of the unnecessary 
loss of life, which occurs when a force is sent to battle 
with a less modern, less up-to-date equipment than its 
opponent. 

I don’t like the fact any more than many another of 
a man high up in the air having the opportunity to 
drop a bomb on me without really engaging in a fight. 
I always resented airplane bombing and the more times 
I experienced it during the recent war, the more I re- 
sented it. However, resentment could not alter a fact 
and the fact is that enemies’ aviators could and did drop 
bombs on and near my command, and occasionally ma- 
chine gunned units of it. If the best means of defense 
against such attacks had been worked out prior to the 
war, or had we been prepared upon our entry to use the 
means of defense against such attacks which had been 
developed prior to 1917, we certainly would have suf- 
fered much less than we did. The two things which were 
needed and which did not exist in sufficient quantities 
wre anti-aircraft guns of all types and above ail a large 
aviation force. 

As from your letter you apparently have not read the 
“Statement to the Reader,” which I put in the first issue, 
am sending you enclosed another copy wth the part 
underscored in red that governed, governs and will con- 
tinue to govern this paper.

J. .L,.asks: (1) Who is senior in rank, a ist sergeant 
of treop or company (who receives pay and allowance of tech- 
nical sergeant) or stsf one (squadron sergeant major)! 
Par. 9, Army Regviatiops, shows grades as follows: Squadron 
sergeant major (ncw staff sergeant), grade 16; Ist sergeant 
(now technical or Ist sergeant), grade 17. (2) In detach- 
ment of enlisted mén in which there is a staff sergeant and 
1st sergeant, who takes command of this detachment! (3) A 
quartermaster sergeant, senior grade (temporary), was re- 
appointed technical sergeant in the Q.M. Corps Dec. 1, 1920, 
from telegram Q.M.G., in compliance with Cir. 850, W.D., 
1920, with. appointment as technical sergeant, to rank from 
date of original appointment as Q.M. sergeant, Q.M.O., which 
dated June 3, 1915. Is this technical sergeant entitled to pay 
under act of May 18, 1920, as Q.M. sergeant, Q.M.C., or as 
technical sergeant under act of June 4, 1920? 

Answers: (1) and (2) The Ist sergeant, who is grade 2, 
while the staff sergeant is grade 8. (3) If change from 
temporary grade to old permanent. or assimilated. grade of 
technical sergeant was direct without first a reduction te 
anotber grade, then reappointment to assimilated grade of 
technical sergeant, soldier would be entitled to pay under act 
of May 18, 1920. See 27 Comp. Dec. 476. 

T. M. asks: Is my service from December, 1899, to Sept. 
80, 1901, counted as service in the Army as contemplated: in 
Gir. 124, W.D., May 9, 19212 I was enlisted in Co. B, 
Lepanto Scouts, at Vigan, Ilocos Sur, P.I., about December, 
1899, and paid by the Q.M. Dept., and continued in the Ser- 
vice until the reorganization of Philippine Scouts on Oct. 1, 
1901, and since then never left the Army to the present time. 

Answer: Such service is not counted. Such enlisted men 
prior to 1901 were known as. Q.M. scouts and were paid from 
appropriations pertaining to the Q:M. Corps, and were not 
considered enlisted men of the Army. In 1901 the Philippine 
Scouts became a part of the Army and service continuous 
from that date should be counted. 





Interesting War Books 


THE RASP, CAVALRY SCHOOL ANNUAL. 


The Rasp for 1921, the annual publication issued from 
the Cavalry School at Fort Riley by the student officers, 
which recently made its appearance, is larger than ever 
this year and if it were possible, better. In a foreword, 
addressed to the graduates of the school, Gen. John J. 
Pershing, U.S.A., himself a Cavalry officer, says: : 

“The Cavalry School has been established with the in- 
tention that it shall be a school of Cavairy in the broad- 
est sense, while not neglecting to set a high standard 
for the development of horsemanship. In its establish- 
ment on this new basis it is plain that the student offi- 
cers of the first few classes can, by their hearty interest 
in their work and co-operation with the faculty and ad- 
ministrative staff, by their wholehearted effort after re- 
turn to their regiments, do much toward.securing the 
maximum development of the school and toward fur- 
thering its aims. It is gratifying to note that the pres- 
ent progress of the Cavalry School lends promise to & 
bright future for the Cavalry arm. With the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army and the amplificatfon of its appropri- 
ate tasks which have followed the Great War, there has 
been a marked decrease in the number of the older offi- 
cers of experience available for service.with troops. The 
trained and proved captains of the pre-war Army have 
necessarily and properly been advanced to positions of 
greater responsibility, and have given place to captains 
of comparatively short service. This is in accord with 
progress. But the instructional value of the older officers 
must be made good. Furthermore, the long service and 
tried experience of the individual troop officers can no 
longer be counted upon as a means of insuring unity of 
aim and co-ordination of effort throughout the Service; 
that unity and co-ordination must also be derived from 
another source. The natural agency to supply these im- 
portant needs is the school operating under the policies 
enunciated by the Chief of Cavalry. Efficiency and 
morale are impossible unless grounded upon professional 
excellence, and this in turn is not possible unless it be 
based upon sound principles. The school has endeavored 
to inculeate a thorough appreciation of the principles 
underlying the performance of military duty, and to 
awaken a keen zest for professional knowledge and skill. 
If you can carry on the instruction by all the means 
that the future may put at your disposal, with all your 
energy and zeal, we shall have a corps of officers of which 
our country may justly be proud, upon whose strength 
and efficiency in time of national trial she may safely 
rely. My best wishes for your success go with you as 
you go from the Cavalry School to your several duties.” 

Col. George H. Cameron, U.S.A., Commandant of the 
School, in an introduction, suggests that The Rasp con- 
tinue to be simply the reminder of the school year at 
Riley, portraying both the interesting and amusing in- 
cidents, and let there be added each year only such mat- 
ter as will be of value to prospective student officers.” 
The annual contains the photographs of many officers of 
the school, mounted, at rest, and in action; various views 
on the post and a number of clever cartoons.

Henry A. Greene, U.S.A.; retired, who died in Oakland, - 


Calif., Friday, Aug. 19,1921; were held Aug. 26 in 
San Francisco, where the general was held in high 
esteem. During the World War he commanded and 
trained the 91st Division, to which so many San Fran- 
cisco citizens were assigned. The body of the general 
Jay in state at the City Hall and thousands of persons 
paid respect to it. As the body was borne to the City 
Hall Army airplanes dropped flowers ~ the line of 
march. The escort, commanded by Col. T. A. Pierce, 
89d Inf., consisted of Troop M, 11th Cavalry, and the 32d 
Infantry from the Presidio and a battalion of Coast Ar- 
tillery from Fort Winfield Scott. The memorial ser- 
vices were opened by a reading of a passage of Scripture 
and a prayer by Bishop William Ford Nichols. Major 
BE. J. Mitchell, president of the 91st Division Association, 
and Col. John B. McDonald, a life-long friend of the 
dead general, spoke for the division and the Army. They 
were followed by Mayor Rolph, who honored the officer 
with the highest tributes in behalf of San Francisco. 
The pall bearers were Brig. Gen. John P. Wisser, Cols. 
Benjamin Alvord, John T, Knight, Joseph T. Clark, Ed- 
mund Wittenmyer and Pegram Whitworth. Honorary 
pall bearers were Cols. J. B. McDonald, Thomas A. Dris- 
coll, M. B. Saville, Majors E. J. Mitchell, R. J. Dowdall, 
F. W. Manley, R. E. Baker, Capts. C. B. Joekel, A. E. 
Graupner, J. C. Witter, C. &. Hjelte, J. U. Calkins, jr., 
Stanley Richardson, Paul G. Rutten and Lieut. R. H. 
Stevenson. After services at Berkeley the remains of 
General Greene were cremated. 

The funeral services of the late Col. Albert S» Mac- 
Lemore, U.S.M.C., who died some weeks ago in San 
Francisco, took place at Arlington Cemetery on Sept. 6 
with military honors. 

Brevet Capt. Horace C. DuVal, for many years a 
prominent member of the old 7th Infantry, N.Y.N.G., 
died of heart disease at hi¢ home in New York city, Sept. 
7, 1921. He was born in New York city in 1851, and 
after engaging in the brokerage business, he entered the 
railroad business, and for a number of years was secre- 
tary to Chauncey M. Depew. He joined Co. I of the 7th 
Regiment as a private Oct. 27, 1870, and was advanced 
succesively to corporal, sergeant, first sergeant and first 
lieutenant, and resigned May 1, 1900. He was made 
a brevet captain for long and faithful service of 
over twenty-five years. Captain DuVal was a member 
of the 7th Regiment Veterans and of the veterans of Co. 
I, and was most highly esteemed as citizen and soldier. 
He established the banking and brokerage firm of H. C. 
DuVal & Co. in 1906, and was active in civic affairs, be- 
sides being connected in an official capacity with various 
financial companies and street railroads. Captain DuVal 
had traveled extensively, having made twenty-eight trips 
to Europe, practically in consecutive years, and a trip 
around the world in 1908. After one of his trips to 
Japan, before the Russo-Japanese War, he gave the 
Army AND Navy JOURNAL some interesting facts con- 
cerning the efficiency of the Japanese army and navy.

Fitzpatrick, now of New York city. He served in Co. 
M, 7th Inf., N.Y.N.G., and went overseas with the 107th 


Infantry, U.S.A., where he served until transferred. to 


the Air Service in 1918, being commissioned a second 
lieutenant. He served at Mitchel Field, West Point, 
Miss., and at Miami, Fla. At the time of his death he 
was on duty at Langley Field. = 

The remains of Lieut. William O’Connor, Inf., U.S.A., 
who was killed in battle in France in the World War, 
were interred at West Point, N.Y., Sept. 5, 1921, with 
military honors. Lieutenant O’Connor was born on the 
West Point reservation twenty-six years ago. During 
the war he was adjutant of the Ist Battalion of the 165th 
Infantry, U.S.A. 

The death of 1st Lieut. Vernon Bourdette, U.S.M.C., 
occurred Sept. 2, 1921, at the naval hospital, Washing- 
ton, D.C. He had been in the hospital since May 5 
last, being sent there from Camp Benning, Ga. The 
cause of his death was cancer, which, it is thought, was 
developed by overseas service. He had been designated 
for examination for promotion to captain, having been 
placed fifteenth on the list by the Selection Board... Lieu- 
tenant Bourdette enlisted in the Marine Corps in 1907 
at Chicago, which was the place of his birth. While 
serving overseas, for distinguished service, he was com- 
missioned in the 6th Machine Gun Battalion of the 4th 
Brigade in the,2d Division. He was twice awarded the 
Croix de Guerre and twice cited in general orders for 
his bravery and gallant conduct. His widow and one- 
year-old child survive him. 

A son, born to the wife of Capt. James L. Underhill, 
U.S.M.C., on Aug. 31, 1921, at Abington, Pa., died the 
same day. 

Funeral services were held for Lieut. Clarence Ashley 
Dennis, D.S.C., late U.S.M.C., at St. Agnes’ Chapel, 
New York city, Sept. 3, 1921. Lieutenant Dennis was 
killed in action June 8, 1918, while in command of the 
4th Platoon of the 80th Co., 6th Regiment, 4th Brigade, 
U.S.M.C., 2d Division, A.E.F. Lieutenant Dennis was 
born Sept. 14, 1896, and was: graduated with high hon- 
ors from St. John’s Military School in 1917. On May 
22, 1917, he was commissioned a lieutenant in the U.S. 
M.C. He was assigned to the 6th Regiment, U.S. Ma- 
tines, with which he served with distinction at Verdun, 
Bouresches and Chateau-Thierry, being cited four times 
for bravery in action. The D.S.C., Navy Cross and the 
' Conspicuous Service Cross of New York state were post- 
umously awarded him for extraordinary heroism and 
marked courage in leading his platoon through artilery 
and machine gun fire and keeping his firing line supplied 
with ammunition. Lieutenant Dennis is survived by his

LIEUT. COL. JOHN STUART JOHNSTON, U.S.A. 


The issue of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL of Aug. 27, 
1921, contained the notice of the death, on Aug. 19, 
at Port Townsend, Wash., of Lieut. Col. John Stuart 
Johnston, U.S.A., retired. As one who was honored with 
an intimate friendship extending over twenty-two years 
with Colonel Johnston, I feel impelled to pay to the 
memory of that gallant soldier my tribute to his worth 
as an officer and a8 a man. Modest and unassuming in 
manner, Colonel Johnston was genial and unreserved 
with his friends, who numbered all. who knew him well. 
Possessing a high sense of honor and justice, he won the 
respect. and absolute confidence of both officers and en- 
listed men with whom he served. He had an enviable 
record as an officer of the 41st U.S. Volunteer Infantry 
in the Philippines in 1900-1. His record in the Regular 
Army since then has-been that of an able, conscientious 
and efficient officer, wherever he has been placed. Al- 
though deeply. disappointed as a soldier that he was not 
egg eg to participate in the stirring events in France, 
@ threw himself unreservedly into the tremendous work 
of The A.G. office. His intense application to his du- 
ties resulted in a breakdown in health which caused his 
retirement from ‘he active list of the Army in the sum- 
mer of 1920, and which without doubt measurably hast- 
ened his death. Funerai services, largely attended, were 
held at Fort Worden, Wash., on Aug. 20, 1921, inter- 
ment being in the post cemetery. The profusion of floral] 
tributes included an exquisitely, beautiful blanket of 
sweet peas made by the ladies of the garrison at Fort 
Worden. Colonel Johnston is survived by his widow.

Retiremenis 











Rear Admiral (T) Joseph W. Oman, U.S.N., who was 
placed on the retired list Aug. 31, 1921, at his own re- 
quest, with the rank of captain, after thirty years’ ser- 
vice, is the holder of the Navy Cross, awarded for dis- 
tinguished service. After the United States seized the 
great German liner Vaterland at Hoboken in 1917, and 
made good the defects to her engines, boilers, etc., that 
had been caused by her German crew in the hope of 


keeping her out of commission, Admiral Oman was se- 
lected as her first commander. The Vaterland was re- 
christened Leviathan, and while under commission as a 
troopship carried thousands of American troops safely 
across the Atlantic. Admiral Oman held the record, at 
the time, of taking the largest number of troops that ever 
crossed the ocean in a single transport. His last tour of 
sea service expired in March, 1918; at which time he 
was selected as Governor of the Virgin Islands. He was 
always known as a “sea officer,” and has a record of 
twenty-one years and eight mouths’ sea duty, and some 
tifteen years of shore duty. Admiral Oman was born in 
Pennsylvania, Aug. 15, 1864, and would not have been 
retired for age until 1930. He was appointed a naval 
cadet at Annapolis, June 17, 1882, and after being grad- 
uated was commissioned ensign July 1, 1888, his first 
sea duty at that time being in the Galena, then under 
command of Comdr. George W. Sumner (now rear ad- 
miral, retired), who lives at Patchogue, N.Y. Among 
subsequent duties Admiral Oman served in the Coast 
Survey vessel Bache; in the Helena from the beginning 
to the close of the Spanish-American War; captain of 
the navy yard, Boston, Mass., until Aug. 4, 1914; in 
command of the U.S.S. North Carolina from Aug. 5 
1914, to June 30, 1915, and in command “of the U.S.S 
Georgia from June 23, 1915, to April 15, 1916. He was 
supervisor of the Harbor of New York, N.Y., from April 
17, 1916, to April 6, 1917; was later placed in command 
of the Leviathan. His last assignment to active duty 
was as superintendent of the U.S. Naval Observatory. 


Col. Guy Carleton, U.S.A., a well known officer of the 
Army who, during the World War, served as a major 
general, National Army, was retired for age Sept. 9, 
1921. He is the holder of a D.S.M., awarded “for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious and conspicuous service as com- 
manding general at Camp Wadsworth, S.C., in organiz- 
ing and training corps and army troops during the World 
War.” Colonel Carleton was born in Texas, Sept. 9, 
1857, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 
1881, and was assigned as second lieutenant to the 2d 
Cavalry. He remained with the 2d Cavalry until July 1, 
1898, when he was promoted captain, 10th Cavalry. 
After a detail as Q.M. in 1901, he was assigned to the 
13th Cavalry, Oct. 15, 1905; was promoted major, 4th 
Cavalry in 1906 to lieutenant colonel in 1912 and as- 
signed to 3d Cavalry; was promoted colonel 1915; ap- 
pointed brigadier general, N.A., 1917, and major general, 
N.A. 1918. During his early service he served on the 
frontier at Fort Maginnis, Mont., and was in the field 
incident to Indian troubles from Sept. 29, 1881, to June 
1, 1883. After serving at other’ posts in Montana he 
was detailed on college duty and was subsequently or- 
dered on frontier duty at Fort Walla Walla, Wash., 
where he remained until June, 1890, after which he 
served at posts in Arizona, New Mexico, Kansas, ete. 
During the war with Spain he was on duty at various 
Southern camps and was in command of the District of 


. ron, 10th Cavalry, at Capiz, Panay.

This circular, pending a revision of the Army Regulations, 
publishes instructions and tables relative to a clothing money 
allowance for enlisted men. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1921, enlisted men will be given a money 
allowance for clothing which they will be required at all 
times to draw and to maintain in a serviceable condition 
clothing prescribed in the-table. The tables published give 
the allowance of clothing in kind for enlisted men, the articles 
of clothing issued without charge to enlisted men, 4nd the 
money allowance for clothing drawn by enlisted men. 

Gratuitous issues of field clothing will be made to troops 
whose field service has been of such a nature as to make the 
usual clothing allowances insufficient. 

Different allowances apply within the continental limits of 
the United States and similar climate from those for the 
tropics. This will mean a saving to the Government of $81 
per enlisted man per three-year enlistment peri Enlisted 
men transferred to tropies may turn in their serviceable woolen 
uniforms and receive credit on their clothing account for fifty 
per cent. of eurrent cost price. 

Each enlisted man is authorized to draw during his enlist- 
ment cloth and findings sufficient , * one service uniform, 
woolen, olive drab, the cost of making up to be borne by the 
enlisted man. Each man is limited to cloth for one uniform 
during an enlistment in view of ae vest number of ready- 
made uniforms on hand as a result of the war and which 
must be used up. 

Inventory and inspection will be made prior to Oct. 1, 
1921, when it will be seen that each enlisted man has in his 

gsession a complete set of serviceeble clothing as prescribed 
ht Tables I. and II. (initial allowance). depending upon 
whether he is stationed in the United States or in the tropics. 
In settlement of clothing accounts, all enlisted men in the 
Service prior to Oct. 1, 1921, will be credited with initial 
allowance and that part of semi-annual allowance accruing 
between date of entry (constructiv® or actual) and date of 
settlement. 


CONDUCT ON MAEROH, TROOPS CHANGING STATION. 
CIRCULAR 229, SEPT. 1, 1921, WAR DEPT, 

The following instructions are published for the guidance of 
all concerned. 

1. Troops changing ‘station by. marching will have an un- 
usual opportunity to foster a spirit of mutual. respect and of 
mutual service between the Army and, the people of the coun- 
try. It is of the greatest importance that the Army make the 
roper impress upon the people and that most friendly relations 

maintained. 

2. It is desirable that the people of cities and towns on the 
routes of march be prepared to receive the troops as they would 
other bodies fof citizens. To this end they should be informed 
concerning the history and achievements of the organizations 
that are passing through. Stories for use in the local press 
should be provided. 

3. So far as possible itineraries should be arranged so that 
camps will be easily accessible to those who live along the route 
of march, many of whom by reason of contact with the Army 
during the World War, are still vitally interested. Special 
courtesy should be shown World War Veterans. officers of the 
Reserve Corps and members of the National Guard who may 
visit the camps. 

4. The pleasing effect upon camp visitors of such military 
formations as ard mount should not be overlooked. Athletic 
contests should be arranged and where military bands are 
available concerts should be given im camp for the entertain- 
ment of civilians and soldiers. Mass singing and amateur per- 
formances around camp fires should be encouraged. 

5. ~The sentiment of the nation concerning sabbath observ- 
ance should be respected and no marches, except in cases 
of necessity, be made on Sunday. Opportunity should be pro- 
vided for religious services, conducted by the chaplain or 
through community co-operation and dignified publicity of such 
services should be made. 

6, Commanding officers are especially enjoined to exercise 
euch supervision of officers and soldiers and their activities 
while on the march as will increase the pride the country has 

the Army and its development.

NAVY SHORE STATION PROBLEM, 


Of the numerous problems that have been set before 
naval boards in the reduction of the expenses of the 
Navy, none presents larger military questions or more 
vexing features than the study of the existing shore sta- 
tions. One of the most troublesome features of the 
study of this board is that all of the military reasons 
for the existence of naval districts and statfons cannot 
be made public without divulging the plans of the Joint 
Army and Navy Board for naval defenses. In Congress 
during the past two or three sessions there has been an 
insistent demand for a reduction in the expenses of shore 
stations and the number of officers serving on them. 
That the Government should spend the most money upon 
the Fleet cannot be denied. This declaration is based 
Furthermore, it is ad- 
mitted that there are some useless navy yards. 
every time the Navy Department recommends the abol- 
ishment of a mavy yard there ig a protest in Congress, 
both in the committees and on the floor of the Senate 
and the House. Often the Senate and the House give 
more time to the discussion of the value of some small 
navy yard than to the entire building program. There are
